The railways which parallel its more 
than 21,900 miles, as they parallel many of 
adr own best highways, have diverted 
much traffic from the open roduc ann 
couped iturp ke erated. fowle-in third- 
cliss cars. 
on and the motor-car bys tade its pres 
ence amelt from the northwest frontier 
province to Tengal. 

The “broad road” of Kipling’s Tama 
and his adventurois chela, Kim, mms 
through one of the most thickly parilater| 
resioms i the world. bt is a plam road 
from hevinting tend. From. the mad 
fort of Tammd to the docks at Kudder- 
pore, this highwny is a low way. It 
masses over the watershed between the 
Tiles atl the Ganges at on altitude of 
less than a fpr feet, and thence 
mins along with the Jumna or the Ganges 
to. the alluvial delta in the midst of which 
Calcutta proudly reterms as queen,

Although Main Street runs through a 
remion Gb rivers, Jet us not think of it as 
a garden land; for during much of the 

year it is dusty and dry and at no time 
does it have the lush loveliness which 
dots the hot southland with scenes of re- 
freshing beauty. Throughout most of its 
leneth, irrigation has been developed to a 
high degree, and the farmer buys hts 
water as he buys his soil: 

From the arid furnace of Ali Masiid, 
inthe Khvber, to the steamv Suncdarhans, 
this road is deaily het at times; yet ice 
formed tn my tent-room tn Lahore, and 
alone the watershed between India’s two 
Hast Famers rivers the nights in winter 
can be bitter cold, ewen for these Mlon- 
polan peoples whose heavy costumes: re-

Peshawar's streets are alwavs of inter- 
est One's eyes are entranced by rich 
carpets from Tiokhara and Merv and 
Afghanistan, bright oopper trivya, the 
high «olor of geometrically piled frot, 
the white veils, shaped hke collapsed cir- 
colar tents, beneath which the Moslem 
wonten seem sttugeling ta extricate 
themselves; the Navajo savagery at the 
painted pottery ancl the silken sheen of 
the tiright-colored Iungis, which, bound 
round a potted red or gold. skull-cap, 
transform ordinary-looking Punjabis or 
Pathans inte stpermen. 

‘The turbans of Indin, like the sheep- 
skin shakes of “Turkestan and the soim- 
brero of the cowboy West, are magical 
headgear which make heroie figures of 
commonplace men. After these sturdy 
tien of the frontier hills, the fat Bengals 
will be a comme hgure. : 

The grain market in Peshawar is like 
the cue in Samarkand, although mt has 
less color. The beautifil lungis, or tur- 
hans, of soft tones, with bright bands of 
a contrasting bine across the free end, 
alternate with solid-colored omnes of yel- 
low, Jemon, pink, or white. The coats 
reveal much of the khaki of war times, 
calthough many a Matha wears a foreign.

I had gone ont to the Khyber the day 
hefore Christmas, and on uw ould, clear 
moming which needed only snow to re- 
mind one of reindeyr and! sleagh-bells m- 
stead of camel caravans and dusty roads, 
we were wakened by the sound of bag- 
pipes outside the borel, This inoppor- 
tune mether of Christmas caroling first 


made me think that some. Scotch treapicts 


from the army lines had come to sere- 
nade some of the officers who were iW 
Peshawar for the hielilive. Dut when | 
caw. fhe two squirrel-cheeked Indian 
fails crushing wheezy, melancholy moans 
from the hloated bag, T thought of that 
English joke impregnated with Amer- 
ican slang, “Why do hagpipers stride ip 
dnd down while they play? Ta they 
think it will make a th a Nos they 
think it will make them harder to hit” 
Sleep was aut af the quest. 

Leaving the cantommoenit, we passed the 
ruhyay station, where the Caleutta mil, 
starting: its 1,600-mile dash, was belching 
forth a pearly cloud inte the leaden sky. 
and swung mto the dtisty road which 
lewls te the suative city. . 

The heavy mist, which still hung Tow. 
softened the hard lines of the Oriental 
scene, Acress a field where gratn had 
heen, great arching trees showed dimly 
through the hase anda white-clad tailor, 
squatting beside a steaming irrigation 
brook, added a fairy touch te the scene 
Farther on a satiny canal shimmuered tt 
the morning sin, curving away from the 
path of Micchus ite a silvery distance in 
which crude mud walls and a slender 
minaret took on a beauty worthy of the 
dav.

WHEE INQLA'S CAMTAL [S DEING BUILT 


So many expitals have risen and fallen 
ahove the dusty plain between the present 
Dethi and the Kath Minar that some feel 
thar the Government of Thelin has gone 
ont of its way to tempt fate. The hnild- 
ings of the new capital are to he immense. 
After we had lost our way among. the 
substructures of the wide-stretching pile, 
my companion, a government official who 
lives rear hy, discovered a Court of Viec- 
tory filled with enough German guns to 
fave reduced Verdun had it not been for 
French valor, He admitted that this 
great space was new ground to him, 

ft must be as hard for officials of the 
Government of India to go out from the 
attractive city to this dusty plait as 
was for the American federal qfficials to 
follow Jotn Adams from pleasant Phila- 
delphia to the wilderness which was to 
become the city of Washington. 

To me, the most interesting strictures 
on the new Durkar site belong to the 
building-block school of architecture, anil 
any four-vear-old eould copy them with 
complete success. The wide plain at 
Deliti is swept by hot winds charged with 
dust, and if these thousands of brick wells 
sncceed in protecting the tiny trees which 
they inclose, these unimposing piles which 
mark out the future roads many prove 
nore usetul than the Durbar Hall itself. 

lf sheltering trees can be made to grow 
along these branching avertes, they ciny 
come to rival the eryptomerm avenue at 
Nikko or the poplar portals to the capital 
of Kashmir. How few are the builders 
who lave planted trees and encouraged 
Father Time to cooperate with them in- 
stead of letting him pick away with feeble 
hit persistent fingers at decaying piles of 
brick and stone.

Vicituies tu the Taj are marvels at 
memorizing, and on a busy day one can 
hear the sume sentence repeater! frm 
four sidés at once; but it took a woumnn 
to show how futile is the task of mermor- 
izing speciicatnann. 

On cach comer of the main platform 
stands aowhite marble minaret with three 
haleonies, Several times Pheard one man 
os of the symmetry of the tomb, of 
the ground, of each detail. To hear his 
enthusiasm over the perfect balance of 
the place, one would suspect him of being 
ome of those ambidextrous artists whose 
rivht hand knows so well what his left 
hand is doing that it can exactly mmtute tt.

The custom of leaving shoes at the door 
has one drawback in Kashmir: it wives 
an opportunity to the thief. The Kash- 
mir people, who are noted for their 
vorithy featuites, their fine dlivsiqpies, anid 
their charm of tanner, are aise noterions 
for thievery. When a thievishly inclined 
boy comes to school with old shoes, be 
will sometimes leave carly m order to 
take away a pair ol newer ants. 

If the bov is foutd out, his punish- 
ment fits the crime. ‘The shoes are tied 
around his neck, so that he may have 
thet always in view. At stich tricks, the 
high-caste Hrahmins seem to be the worst 
offenders,

Instead of rewarding. the top boys of 
the classes, a prize as given to the top 
class of the sehool—that is, the class 
which obtains the highest average im all- 
renind standing as revealed by the ehar- 
acter sheets. The hovs divide the prize 
among themselves or keep it for the com- 
Tae 

The orthodox custom of rewarding 
the top boys of classe, does not neces- 
sarily result in the boy who works the 
hardest getting the prize, 

Often, in the average school, the Iwav

that lined the bridges. 

Now, however, things hive schatiged. 
The school bas turned out thousands of 
AWimimers who are nut onky competent to 
save life, but also to teach others to swim. 

Twenty years ago the picture was quite 
different.  Seme oan dirty, evil-smelhing 
human hetnes syuatted on the hall floor 
with mouths open and with vacant ex- 
pressions, "They all wore the holy marks 
of the rahmin, a great smear of red 
paint actoss their foreheads, lott wir 
busy devouring the wisdom of the Wee 
for this wiser meant state Larsineiund:

A PILGRIMAGE TO AMERSATH 


Great was our relief to learn that it was 
only a pack pony that lod died. 

No doubt the owner felt badly enough, 
ns it wat half his living, and we were 
sorry for hits loss: but our syripathy 
would have been greater had he treated 


the animal with more cate “The second. 


day out from Pahlgam on this tip we 
learned to our diemay that no food had 
been broweht for the horses, although 
money was inven for the purpose before 
we leit. | 

The ayces were even too lazy much of 


the time to lead the animals to water be- 


fore we started to the mornings, trist- 
ie to tock that we would let them drink 
at the first TUN Streaq. They rarely 
trowhled to relieve the animals of their 
saddles after a lil day's journey, until 
they were made to do so, sometimes by 
no wentle means. So long has the Nash- 
iri been gecystomed to rough treatment 
that he pays little attention to a quiet 
seaititimei: Pat happens ta be contrary to 
his wn desires | 

How those ponies. ever lived: for four 
days on the short grass, most of it dry. 
at that die of venir, will always be a 
mystery, a ae 

At Tanin, on the way back, the first 
‘eeegh from which a biezaar was accessi- 
dle, the servants.were told that they could 
have uo food until some had been taught 
for the horges, and that they should be 
ted in our presence, Knowing that we 
were very anery and fearing. that their 
baksheesh might le lessened, they walked 
two extra mules and browght back im tr- 
oph a bag of ground grain. This was 
mined with water and rolled into enkes. 

Sever-shall [ forget the sight that fol- 
lawed. The ponits were lined tip on 
the grass in the heht of our camp fire, 
with the portion of food foreach in front 
ofit, and we stood guard until the feet 
worse! had dteappeared, thus satistying 
ourselves that the staryed litth beasts 
had had one proper meal, and that it had 
not been stolen by their keepers. 

After the trip was over, the man who 
lest his pony was paid for it, We re- 
membered what Westerners -are too 
prone to forget, that these Hastert serv- 
ants are just grownup children, with 
abeut the sare amount of judgrnient and 
foresight. We dared give no intimation 
beforehand af our intentions, however,

or more casualties among the pack ani- 
mals would have followed. 

Ina rotndabeut way we learned from 
the head syce that a good pack pony was 
worth ahont four sheep: hut he added 
scornfully, “This one was old and ready 
to die; two sheep world tay it” 

As we had paid Ks 2-8-o for a sheep, 
we decided Rs. §/- wonld be sufficient 
cotipensation. Judging from the aniles 
of pleasure with which this sum (equiva- 
lent to 33,60) was. received, our valua- 
linn was correct. At any tite, the be- 
reaved owner went away sated, which 


ts rare with that class in India.

From Punyitarni to Anernath is five 
milles, the lost three of avhich imiust he 
traveled on foot. Fer the first two miles 
the path winds around the hillside, beside

As we looked op we coull-see a mrn- 
ber of ‘smew-bridges, and our way led 
past the spot where one had been carrie 
away.

Blue 
flowers very like our hepaticas grew here 
and there along the readside, | 

Presently the path became-too steep for 
eur ponies, and we left them on the lower 
slope af the hill, to be happy with what 
grass they could find, wnitil our return. 

Now tt was or tum, to work, far our 
winking path could be traced up the al- 
most perpendicular side of this: spur, 
more than 500 feet to the top, 

! had to toke the climb in short stares, 
with many rests, on account of the fear- 
fol pomping of mv heart. To none of 
the party was it play, at 13,000 feet. 
Frown the top, looking. back, was a mag- 
niicent pile of muuntamns, the central one 
4 sharp midge, descending at each side in 
long, bare, rocky slopes, while to the left 
and might rose siow-capped peaks, 

The path followed the hill to the right 
for some time, then that-to the left across 
snow-helds, over loose. stones, among 
which the trail was almost lost, and 
finally up the last steep iscent over rock 
masses to the entrance of the cave 

The snow-tields interested us greatly

In the creviees snow had resisted the 
summer suns and was still lwing, giving 
a peculiar streaked appearance to the 
rocks, Visible many miles dwiy. 

Near the cave a cold, crystal stream 
timbled downy the rmouwitain side tt a 
series of beautiful cascodes Front it we 
took our only drink of unboiled water 14 
Kashmir, for no shepherd could perch 
his filthy hut on these steep slopes. 


‘To complete the picture, we should have 
seen the pilerinis hurry along the valley 


toward their Mecca, sometimes as many 
ae six or seven thousand of them, When 
they reach the last steep ascent, the mest 
reales of the men and women cast off 
therr clothing, and, clad only in a scant 
attire of bitch bark, toil up the hardest 
part of the slope, chantmg as they po. 
We were too late, however, for this 
pilgrimage, which occurs at the full moon 
of the month of Sawac, m our July or 
Angst, Hindus come from al) parts of 
India, seme barefoot and only talf chad. 
and if snow falls, as is sometimes the 
case, or the weather is inclement, many 
Hic on the way.
